yards. The contracts for nine war- 
ships assigned to commercial ship- 
building plants haa been negotiat- 
ed while final action on the appro- 
priation was awaited. 


The 22 ships will cost more than 


$327,000,000 to complete, it was esti- 
mated. 


The speed with which the navy 


acted found its army counterpart 
in measures which were said to be 
designed both to strengthen de- 
fenses and furnish substantial as- 
sistance to the British and French 
allies. 


Will Release Planes 


A group of 93 airplanes and mil- 


lions of dollars worth of munitions 
were being made available to the 
allies by the army under the gov- 
ernment's "trade-m" plan of aid.

This devotion and sacrifice make

Indeed, the French high com 


mand having decided to withdrav 
to positions south of the histori 
Marne river, which flanks the capi 
tal to the east, the defense shoulc 
be considerably easier. 


Generalissimo Weygand's strateg> 


apparently contemplates also utiliz 
ing the Seine, which forms a flank 
for Paris to the west, as a comple 
mentary defensive line, although 
his present front bulges out to the 
north of the capital. 


This 
Marne-Sein 
combination 


would give him the first "solid1 
front the French have had since the 
Germans crashed the allied line up 
on the Somme and Aisne river early 
in the offensive. Strategically it is 
stronger, for the terrain makes it 
easier of defense. 


Question of Stamina 


Whether the Germans will be able 


to force their way into the beleag- 
ured city depends on how much 
their stamina has been sapped by 
the fury of their protracted offen- 
sive. 


They have the men and materials 


to turn the trick—but have they the 
reserve 
strength 
necessary? 
We 


shall have to wait and see. 


If Weygand can hold not only 


Paris but his lines along the Marne 
and Sein rivers it may be the turn- 
ing point of the war. 


If the Germans exhaust them- 


selves m this assault, their position 
will become decidedly uncomfort- 
able, since Hitler is believed to 
nave thrown into this drive virtual- 
ly every ounce of strength he pos- 
sesses. 


Even the capture of Paris would- 


n't mean success for the German 
fuehrer, unless m the process he 
crushed the French armies. Berlin 
eems to recognize this from a state- 
ment this morning by an authorized 
source who declared that the cap- 
ture of Paris isn't the primary ob- 
ject but that "the real purpose is to 
crush our foes' armies completely." 


Obviously if Weygand had to give 


up Paris he could retire further 
south to new positions and contin- 
ue the fight—provided he maintain- 
ed his army intact. 


The generalissimo has 
on his 


hands a far 
different strategical 


problem than had the allies in 1914 
when they performed their 
acle" by throwing back the kaiser's 
forces on the Marne. 
This time 


the Germans have a powerful right 
wing which is smashing at the allied 
forces from the coast along the 
Seine river. 


Not only is Weygand in danger 


of having this left flank turned, 
but he must at all costs maintain 
the solidity of his right wing, which 
is anchored to the Magmot line. Des- 
truction of this anchor would threat- 
en envelopment of the entire French 
army. 


Hitler is straining every nerve 


to turn Ihe trick now before his 
war machine begins to lose steam 
A French war ministry spokesman 
this morning reported that the Ger- 
mans even were throwing training 
tanks into battle.

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HUMBLING ALONG THE ROAD 


TO WAR 


The President's Virginia address was 


a 
heartening 
message 
to 
the 
sorely 


pressed English and French. But it was 
a hazardous handling of American in- 
terests. 


Let us not delude ourselves further. 


We are already launched upon the broad 
and beautiful road to war. 
There is no 


straighter road in the world although the 
eye is prevented from seeing far ahead 
upon it because of screens and fogs and 
the many attractive features near at hand. 


We traveled this road once before but 


memory is fleeting and the sweetness of 
the early part of the journey cannot be 
denied. 


American firms have a perfect right to 


manufacture articles for shipment abroad 
to England and France so long as they do 
not contravene American laws. But Amer- 
ica lost its neutral standing when its pres- 
ident became a vigorous crusader for one 
side of the war and against the other. 
And our nation became an actual partici- 
pant In the war when it transferred ar- 
ticles of warfare such as the 50 navy 
planes, a transfer directed by the Presi- 
dent. 


The recklessness of the White House 


attitude should be evident in that mere 
item. The 50 planes mean very little in 
a war that crunches more than that many 
in a day. But the ,act of transfer is signi- 
ficant 
It is practically a signing of the 


bond. 


Meanwhile the people are cocained 


into a; sleepy trustfulness by the meaning- 
less eVpression "short of war." 
It is an 


expression empty of everything but sound 
and dope. _ We are going to war "short 
of war." 
To other -words we will get the 


advantages, the cheers, even the glory 
of wat bB$&e_.others will spill their blood 
where we will only spill our sweat for 
high wages. And even this idea isn't new. 
It is picked out of World war No. 1 with 
hardly a trace of change. 


"Short of war" pleases the Allies. They 


tell us that is wholly satisfactor.y. They 
told Woodrow Wilson we wouldn't need to 
send any troops to Europe in 1917, or just 
enough as a symbol so the people could 
see for their encouragement. 
But we 


had no sooner gotten' into that war than 
they cried that their backs were to the 
wall and that we must hasten a gigantic 
army or all would be lost including our- 
selves. 


There is a lot of propaganda going on 


in this country of the same order that Hit- 
ler fed his people when he wanted them 
to become enraged at the Poles. But we 
cannot get into a war without that sort of 
stuff. For war is caused fay a number of 
emotions, among which fear of the con- 
sequences of abstinence from war is very 
important. 


Let theie be no misunderstanding. We 


are on the road to war. And it is a beau- 
tiful road on which we are stimulated to 
high Reeling by an elixir composed of all 
the emotions we cannot control. 
The 


road leads to a blood-soaked arena and 
we will arrive there much sooner than 
anyone anticipates. Nor is the arena any 
more horrible than the road beyond which 
we must traverse if we ever make our 
way through the battlefield itself. 
The 


road beyond is littered with broken hopes 
as well as broken bodies. 
It, too, is a 


long road. But it isn't straight. 
It leads 


by twists and bends around again to the 
bright and beautiful avenue of war. 


And thus the fatal circuit ib completed 


from one generation to another. 


MUSSOLINI AND ROOSEVELT ON 


THE PLATFORM 


Making due allowance foi Laun meth- 


ods of expression there was rcallv quite 
a parallel between Mussolini's address at 
the declaration of war and our President's 
addresses v/hcn he was stirring up the 
American political pot.

MITCHELL'S PROPHECY AND 


YARNELL'S WARNING 


General Mitchell of Wisconsin was 


cashiered from the army by means of a 
court martial because he had the fore- 
light to accurately gauge the part air- 
planes would play in the next war and the 
courageous patriotism to insistently keep 
the matter before his superior officers. 
Recently the Chicago Tribune dug up an 
article printed in Liberty Magazine 12 
years ago in which General Mitchell fore- 
shadowed recent events with almost ghost- 
ly exactness. 
It may be remarked, how- 


ever, that the Germans profited by the 
truth in Mitchell's articles. 


All of which leads us to the recenl 


address of Admiral Yarnell of the 'United 
States Navy before a graduating class of 
the Naval War College. The admiral hot- 
ly urged that America keep out of this 
war at least until she is assured that her 
men and money "will be spent to a far 
better end than in 1918." 


Continuing the admiral said: 


"The people of this country are still 


painfully aware of the result of the 
last World war, \\hen v.c sept two mil- 
lion men abroad and spent 30 or more 
billions of dollars and at the end wit- 
nessed a relapse of the high ideals and 
a resumption of the old selfish, nation- 
alistic policies that planted the seeds of 
future war. 


"The Atlantic ocean still remains a 


large body of water and the probabil- 
ity of plane attack from overseas on 
this country will remain remote for 
frome time to come. 


• Do not enter the war to assist any 


nation until that nation unreservedly 
pledges itself to support a treaty of 
peace that will be fair to all and will 
be of value m discouraging in the fu- 
ture the use of war as an instrument 
of national policy." 


In a few direct sentences the admiral 


correctly told the failure of our foreign 
efforts to reform the greedy, grabbing na- 
tions of Europe, our relative safety where 
we are, the fact that the Allies are ma- 
terially to blame for this war in the 
treaty they exacted 20 years ago, and that 
if we went to war and won for them again 
we would have the same old despairing 
problem of walking out of their treaty 
conferences as we did in 1919. 


The admiral's suggestion that pledges 


be exacted to support a fair treaty is 
much easier to ask than to accomplish. 
In 1918 Mr. Wilson outlined his celebrated 
14 points to which the Allies substantially 
agreed but they didn't live up to their 
agreement. 


The admiral should be commended for 


setting forth actual conditions past and 
present even if he risks court martial 
for daring to do so.

creameries and produces about a 
tenth of all the creamery butter 
made in the nation each year, ac- 
cording to a crop reporting service 
bulletin received by J. F. Magnus, 
Outagamie county agent.' 


In addition to the number of 


creameries, some of the cOndenser- 
ies and cheese factories have facili- 
ties for making butter and use some 
of the milk received for the pro- 
duction of butter when the market 
is favorable. 


Estimates of butter production in- 


dicate that last year Wisconsin's 
output was about 176 million pounds. 
more than a tenth of all the butter 
'made in the nation annually. 
In 


the production of butter, a great 
quantity of the state's total milk 
production is used. Nearly 3,700,- 
000,000 pounds of milk were used 
last year in Wisconsin butter pro- 
duction, which is nearly a tfard of 
all the milk produced in the state.

Washington —(JP)— All you hear 


about the rearmament program i 
"bottlenecks." What are they and 
why are they so important? 


The four great bottlenecks are: 


O) machine tools, (2) skilled labor, 
(3) transportation, and (4) raw ma- 
teri^ls. 


Of all these, machine tools is the 


first—and worst. 


Without machine tools you can't 


even make a good bean shooter. 
Planes, guns, tanks, pontoons (the 
new aluminum kind), trucks, am- 
munition, even the buttons on uni- 
forms themselves absolutely require 
machine tools. 


, But the machine tool industry is 
punch drunk. 
Few dies, jigs and 


tools were needed in the depression. 
Plants closed. 
Workers were dis- 


missed. 


Furthermore, all the armament 


programs, from planes to miscro- 
scopes, 
need 
the same machine 


tools. One of these is the automatic 
screw machine, a sort of lathe to 
turn, shape and scrape metal. An- 
other is the deep drawing press, an 
elephant of a gadget that stamps 
out and shapes metal into sheets 
and tubes and squares, and what 
not.

Labor Problem 


Skilled labor is thc Number 2 


Bottleneck. There's not enough of 
it, and the depression scattered it 
away from the centers of the ma- 
chine tool industry, back to rural 
areas.- 
Much of this can't be sal- 


vaged now. Many wartime skills 
do not even exist in peace times. 


The only answer to the skilled la- 


bor bottleneck at the moment is 
more vocational schools, more push- 
button machines for semi-skilled 
workers. 


But there's that 
machine tool 


bottleneck again! Push-button ma- 
chines can't be made without ma- 
chine tools. 


The 
Number 
3 Bottleneck is 


transportation—a not 
so serious 


item as yet. But it's there just the 
same, and you'll be hearing more 
about it. It isn't that the railroads 
haven't got the facilities to move a 
war program load, but that this 
load must move through narrow 
bottlenecks—principally the Chica- 
go yards. 


Take airplanes and transporta- 


tions. Seventy per cent of the in- 
dustry is on the west coast. 
All 


the big engine plants are in the 
heart of the great American indus- 
trial bottle, with the neck lying on 
Chicago, and the bottom roughly 
bounded by Boston and Baltimore. 
Engines have to be made by thc 
engine plants in the bottle, and 
shipped to the far west for mount- 
ing. 


So far, so good. But at the same 


time this is going on, the uniform 
makers are drawing their wool 
through the Chicago bottleneck, too. 
Packers have to get meat for the 
workers drawn into the bottle. The 
ammunition makers are trying to 
get their cotton through to the east- 
ern arsenals. 
Steel must shuttle 


back and forth within the bottle, 
even move up from Birmingham. 
And that brings up the No. 4 Bot- 
tleneck:. Haw materials. 


Here's An Example 


Ammunition making is the per- 


fect example of the business that 
runs smack dab into bottlenecks 
.he day congress votes the money 
'.or it. 
Take a 75 mm. shell for 


,ight-field guns. 


The parts of that -shell are made 


all over the map. ' The government 
ordinarily makes the cases in the 
only plant of its kind in the coun- 
try. 


Now contracts have to be farmed 


out. 
Electrical equipment makers 


can make them in a pinch—if they 
can tool up. So contracts are let. 


Steel companies get contracts for 


the projectiles. Spark plug makers 
get the primer job, and a plant that 
makes the bushings to keep your 
auto wheels from shimmying turns 
out the fuses. 


Smokeless powder is required. 


The only such plant in the United 


States could supply only '10 per 
cent of the needs of an army of a 
million men. More plants are nec- 
essary. 


Nearly every step requires more 


machine 
tools 
from an industry 


that's working night and day now. 
The raw materials for the job have 
to be pulled through the bottle- 
necks, too. Cotton from down south, 
ether and alcohol from the mid- 
west, nitric and^sulfuric acid from 
all over the map. 


But you still haven't any ammu- 


nition! 


All of this stuff has to be as- 


sembled, and the only assembling 
or loading plant in this country is 
a comparatively dinky affair op- 
erated by the government. 
More 


of these are in the blueprint stage. 
But it's take a year and a half, on 
the most conservative estimates, to 
get 
any 
preparedness 
program 


through the bottlenecks!

time standards. 


In 1914 economists were almost 


unanimous that no nation was able 
financially to wage war for more 
than a fe.w months. Yet the direct 
money outlays of the first World 
war, 
exclusive of costs of loss of 


life, destruction of property, depre- 
ciation of capital and loss of trade, 
has been calculated at 
the 
as-

Consideration 


a "poor," "have-not" nation, has 
been able to pay for its breath-tak- 
ing adventure in conquest, in this 
era when war rolls on wheels and 
plunges through the clouds and is 
immeasurably more expensive than 
in 1914-18, must go back to the be- 
ginnings of the nazi regimes. 


Hitler found some 30 per cent of 


German workers unemployed, fac- 
tories were idle, there was lack of 
money to import essential mate- 
rials and food supplies. In this cri- 
sis, Germans willingly acquiesced in 
a system of controls of industry, 
labor, trade and finance such 


had never before been applied in 
any modern, industrialized nation. 


Regulates Living 


These controls increased until to- 


day, if you are a German, the gov- 
ernment tells you what you may 
eat, wljat you may wear, where you 
must work, the hours you shall la 
bor, what wages you may receive, 
what prices you shall pay for the 
essentials of life. 


If you are a manufacturer, you 


are told what you shall make, what 
you will sell it for, and that after 
you have paid your taxes, profits 
left must be loaned to your govern- 
ment. If you operate a savings bank 
or an insurance company, you are 
told where you must invest the 
funds of your institution. 


Germany is paying not only by 


levying staggering taxes, and bor- 
rowing all of the people's pavings 
the government can lay its hands 
on, but by severe sacrifice of the 
standard of living, 
and 
of the 


creature comforts of her people. 


Thus, economists explain, 
the 


whole national effort is geared for 
war. Normal replacements and re- 
pairs to industrial plants, housing 
and institutions not needed for the 
conduct of the war are neglected. 


How much of the total German 


effort is going into war, it is im- 
possible to estimate, but an analysis 
of the situation at the outbreak of 
the war. made public recently by 
Lhe U. S. department of commerce, 
said that taxes and other levies in 
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the fiscal year 1938-39 took 47 per 
cent of the national income. 


But aside from the intensive in- 


ternal organization of the reich, she 
has the problem of finding ways to 
obtain 
essential 
materials 
from 


abroad. Of three principal indus- 
trial materials—coal, iron and 
troleum—Germany is well supplied 
only with Coal. Domestic sources of 
cotton, wool, copper, rubber and a 
host of other materials are lacking. 


Large Imports 


First,

authorities, it must be remembered 
that Germany 
imported greatly 


more than her normal 
needs of 


many supplies in the years before 
the war. Also, early in the nazi re- 
gime, all foreign trade was placed 
under rigid regulation. 


Free dealings in the world mar- 


ket in German currency were ban- 
ished. An American exporter could 
get payment of German money, but 
it was kept in the country. 
The 


exporter could use the currency 
there to buy German goods, which 
he could then import to the United 
States, sell here and thus get dol- 
lars. 


This sounds complicated, but a 


whole range of different kinds of 
German money, which one could get 
in varying amounts depending upon 
the type of transaction, often en- 
ough made these deals attractive 
to foreign traders. For instance, the 
reichsmark has an 
"offiical" ex- 


change rate of about 40 American 
cents, so that in selling a $40 article 
in Germany one would get 100 
reichsmarks. But on certain trans- 
actions, desirable to that govern- 
ment, one would geV20-cent reichs- 
marks, or 200 of them. 


Nevertheless, the supply problem 


for Germany, in the minds of most 
economic and military experts, re- 
mains Hitler's Achilles heel. Of 
coal, he has plenty. Iron supplies 
have been increased by the seizure 
of Luxembourg; Sweden, chief ore 
supply base, presumably must do 
what she can to meet German de- 
mands, taking currency good only 
in Germany, spending it there for 
what supplies she can get, since she 
is cut off from assistance and sup- 
plies from allied powers.

BUILT TANKS 


In the last year of the World 


war, Americans set to work with 
a will to turn out tanks for the 
Allies. 
These tanks were to be 


fitted with "Liberty motors." 


If the war had lasted until 1919, 


a vast fleet of American tanks 
would have appeared on the west- 
ern front. A^it was, the war was 
over before such tanks went into 
action. American soldiers, however, 
manned quite a number of French 
and British tanks, and in that way 
helped to throw the Germans back. 


German tanks appeared on World 


war battlefields, 
but they were 


more clumsy than those 
of 
the 


Allies. The Germans lost the war 


A British tank ot the present war. 
largely because they 
could not 


match the "moving forts" of the 
other side. 


After the close of the war. the 


Germans agreed 
in 
the 
peace 


treaty that they would not build 
any more 
tanks. 
Hitler 
seized 


power, however, and 
broke 
the 


terms of the peace treaty, one 
after another. 
Huge tanks were 


built for use by German soldiers. 


Meanwhile the French and Brit- 


ish carried et:t plans to build tanks. 
Some were light, some medium and 
some heavy. Many tests were made 
with "one man tanks" but it was 
found that even a 
small 
tank 


needed at least two men. one, to 
drive and the other to fire small 
cannon or machine guns. 


The first World war tanks made 


a speed of only three or four miles j 
per hour. 
They could so across 


trenches 10 feet wide, but they 
were extremely slow. 


Since then, steps have been taken 


to add to the speed of tanks. Some 
have wheels to use on smooth road- 
ways and tractor treads for rough 
ground. 


By the year 1930 some tanks 


could make a speed of 40 miles an 
hour over rough ground. Present- 
day speed is higher than that. 


When Hitler struck across Hol- 


land, Belgium and northern France, 
he put a vast number of tanks in- 
to the battle. It was reported that 
C.500 German tanks were taking 
part in the attack. 


Many German tanks were so 


heavily armored 
that 
anti-tank 


guns could not halt them. As fast 
as they could, the French brought 
their "seventy-fives" into 
action 


against the tanks, and these proved 
better able to cut through the ar- 
mor. 
A "seventy-five" is a small 


cannon with a bore of 75 milli- 
meters, or about three inches.
